Rule  76. 

LL  APPLICATIONS  for  Private  Bills,  prop¬ 
erly  the  subject  of  legislation  by  the  Legis¬ 
lative  Assembly  of  British  Columbia,  within  the 
purview  of  the  “  British  North  America  Act, 
1S67  ” — whether  for  the  erection  of  a  Bridge,  the 
making  of  a  Railway,  Tramway,  Turnpike  Road, 
Telegraph  or  Telephone  Line;  the  construction  or 
improvement  of  a  Harbour,  Canal,  Lock,  Dam, 
Slide,  or  other  like  work;  the  granting  of  a  right 
of  Ferry ;  the  incorporation  of  any  particular  trade 
or  calling,  or  of  any  Joint-stock  Company ;  or 
otherwise  for  granting  to  any  individual  or  in¬ 
dividuals  any  exclusive  or  peculiar  rights  or  privi¬ 
leges  whatever,  or  for  doing  any  matter  or  thing 
which  in  its  operation  would  affect  the  rights  or 
property  of  other  parties,  or  relate  to  any  particu¬ 
lar  class  of  the  community,  or  for  making  any 
amendment  of  a  like  nature  to  any  former  Act — 
shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice  clearly 
and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature-  and  object  of 
the  application,  and  when  the  application  refers 
to  any  proposed  work,  indicating  sufficiently  the 
location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed  by  or  on  behalf 
of  the  applicant.  Such  notice  shall  be  published 
in  the  British  Columbia  Gazette  and  in  one  daily 
and  one  weekly  newspaper  freely  circulating  in  all 
parts  of  the  Province.  When  the  proposed  Private 
Bill  is  of  a  local  nature,  the  notice  shall  be  further¬ 
more  published  in  some  newspaper  in  the  electoral 
district  affected,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper 
therein,  then  in  the  nearest  electoral  district  in 
which  a  newspaper  is  published.  Such  notice  shall 
in  all  cases  be  continued  for  a  period  of  six  weeks 
during  the  interval  of  time  between  the  close  of 
the  next  preceding  Session  and  the  consideration  of 
the  petition. 

72.  No  Petition  for  any  Private  Rill  shall  be 
received  by  the  House  after  the  first  ten  days  of 
each  Session,  nor  may  any  Private  Bill  be  presented 
to  the  House  after  the  first  three  weeks  of  each 
Session,  nor  may  any  Report  of  any  Standing  or 
Select  Committee  upon  a  Private  Rill  be  received 
after  the  first  four  weeks  of  each  Session,  and  no 
Motion  for  the  suspension  or  modification  of  this 
Rule  shall  be  entertained  by  the  House  until  the 
same  has  been  reported  on  by  the  Committee  on 
Standing  Orders,  or  after  reference  made  thereof 
at  a  previous  sitting  of  the  House  to  the  Standing 
Committee  charged  with  consideration  of  Private 
Bills,  who  shall  report  thereon  to  the  House.  And 
if  this  Rule  shall  be  suspended  or  modified  ns  afore¬ 
said  the  promoters  of  any  Private  Bill  which  is 
presented  after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  or 
for  which  the  Petition  has  been  received  after  the 
time  hereinbefore  limited,  shall  in  either  case  pay 
double  the  fees  required  as  herein  mentioned,  unless 
the  House  shall  order  to  the  contrary.  Any  person 
seeking  to  obthin  any  Private  Rill  shall  deposit 
with  the  Clerk  of  the  House,  eight  clear  days  before 
the  opening  of  the  Session,  a  printed  copy  of  such 
Bill,  a  copy  of  the  Petition  to  be  presented  to  the 
House,  together  with  copies  of  the  notices  pub¬ 
lished.

the  interval  between  the  abutments  or  piers  for  the 
passage  of  rafts  and  vessels,  and  mentioning  also 
whether  they  intend  to  erect  a  drawbridge  or  not, 
and  the  dimensions  of  the  same. 

78.  All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  Incorporation 
shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate  by  reference 
the  clauses  of  the  General  Acts  relating  to  the 
details  to  be  provided  for  by  such  Rills.  Special 
grounds  shall  be  established  for  any  proposed 
departure  from  this  principle  or  for  the  intro¬ 
duction  of  other  provisions  as  to  such  details,  and 
a  note  shall  be  appended  to  the  Rill  indicating  the 
provisions  thereof  in  which  the  General  Act  is  pro¬ 
posed  to  be  departed  from.  Bills  which  are  not 
framed  in  accordance  with  this  Rule  shall  be  recast 
by  the  promoters  and  reprinted  at  their  expense 
before  any  Committee  passes  upon  the  clauses.

REGULATIONS  FOR  WOMEN’S  INSTI¬ 
TUTES. 


Made  pursuant  to  the  “  Agricultural  Act  ”  as 
amended  in  1924,  and  taking  Effect  from 
November  24th,  1926,  all  Regulations  pre¬ 
viously  in  Force  being  rescinded. 


PART  I.— FOR  WOMEN’S  INSTITUTES. 

No  Grant  unless  Regulations  complied  with. 

1.  No  Women’s  Institute  shall  be  entitled  to 
receive  any  grant  in  aid  under  Part  I.  of  the 
“  Agricultural  Act  ”  unless  it  complies  with  these 
regulations. 

Application  of  “  Societies  Act.” 

2.  The  Institute  must  be  incorporated  under  or 
deemed  to  be  incorporated  under  the  “  Societies 
Act,”  and  these  regulations  are  to  be  read  and 
construed  as  additional  to  and  not  in  substitution 
for  the  requirements  of  the  “  Societies  Act.” 

Name. 

3.  The  name  of  the  Institute  must  include  the 
words  “  Women’s  Institute.” 

Objects. 

4.  The  objects  of  the  Institute  are : — 

(a.)  To  improve  conditions  of  rural  life,  so  that 
settlement  may  be  permanent  and  prosper¬ 
ous  in  the  farming  communities  : 

(6.)  To  promote  home  economics,  public  health 
and  child-welfare,  education  and  better 
schools,  legislation,  immigration,  and  settle¬ 
ment  : 

(e.)  To  encourage  agriculture,  home  and  local 
industries : 

(d. )  To  promote  social  intercourse,  mutual  help¬ 
fulness,  and  the  diffusion  of  knowledge ;  to 
make  settlers  welcome  and  improve  com¬ 
munity  conditions. 

No  Institute  shall  be  conducted  in  the  interests 
of  any  party,  sect,  or  society,  political  or  otherwise, 
and  no  matter  of  a  political  or  -sectarian  character 
shall  be  discussed  at  any  meeting  of  an  Institute. 

Motto  and  Colours. 

5.  The  motto  of  the  Women’s  Institutes  is  “  For 
Home  and  Country,”  and  their  colours  green,  white, 
and  gold. 

Membership  and  Fee. 

6.  (a.)  The  By-laws  of  the  Institute  shall  pro¬ 
vide  that  its  membership  shall  consist  of  annual 
subscribers,  who  pay  an  annual  fee  of  not  less  than 
50  cents  each,  and  that  the  subscription  of  every 
member  shall  expire  on  December  31st  in  each  year, 
at  which  time  the  Institute  year  shall  close. 

Lists  of  Members. 

(b.)  On  or  before  January  31st  in  each  year  the 
Secretary  of  the  Institute  shall  send  to  the  Super¬ 
intendent  of  Women’s  Institutes,  Parliament  Build¬ 
ings,  Victoria  (hereinafter  referred  to  as  the 
“Superintendent”),  a  full  list  of  the  names  and 
addresses  of  its  members.  On  March  31st,  June 
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90th,  and  December  31st  hIic  shall  send  supple¬ 
mentary  lists,  containing  (he  names  of  all  members 
whose  fees  in  arrears  have  been  paid  and  of  new 
members  and  their  addresses.  The  Superintendent 
shall  also  be  notified  of  changes  of  address,  par¬ 
ticularly  where  the  membership  will  he  transferred 
to  another  Institute.  No  list  shall  include  the 
name  of  any  member  whose  fee  has  not  been  paid. 

Per  Capita  Grant. 

(c.)  The  per  capita  grant  under  section  4  of  the 
“Agricultural  Act”  shall  be  based  on  the  paid-up 
membership  as  of  June  30th  in  each  year. 

Organization  of  New  Institute. 

7.  (a.)  After  the  issue  to  a  new  Institute  of  a 
certificate  of  incorporation  under  the  “  Societies 
Act,”  the  Directors  must  forthwith  advertise  in  a 
newspaper  circulating  in  the  locality  particulars  of 
the  date  and  hour  and  place  of  a  public  meeting  of 
the  Institute,  which  shall  be  held  not  later  than  six 
weeks  after  the  date  of  incorporation  and  at  which 
the  President  of  the  Institute  shall  preside,  and  the 
Directors  must  also  cause  to  be  publicly  displayed 
at  not  less  than  five  of  the  most  frequented  places 
in  the  locality  notices  containing  like  particulars  of 
the  meeting. 

(6.)  Every  person  resident  in  the  locality  and 
interested  in  the  formation  of  the  Institute  shall  be 
entitled  to  be  present  at  the  meeting. 

(c. )  As  soon  as  possible  after  the  meeting  a  list 
of  the  members  and  Officers  of  the  Institute  shall  be 
sent  to  the  Superintendent. 

Officers  and  Directors. 

8.  The  By-laws  of  the  Institute  shall  provide  : — 

(a.)  For  five  Directors  until  the  membership 

exceeds  100,  when  there  must  be  an  addi¬ 
tional  director  for  every  twenty  members : 

(b.)  That  the  Directors  shall  be  elected  by  ballot 
and  may  elect  from  their  body  a  President 
and  one  or  more  Vice-Presidents: 

The  Officers  shall  be  the  President,  any 
Vice-President,  and  the  Secretary  (and) 
Treasurer : 

(c.)  That  the  Directors  may  appoint  a  Secretary 
(and)  Treasurer  and  a  Manager,  who  may 
be  Directors,  but  that  their  remuneration 
(if  any)  shall  be  determined  by  the  Insti¬ 
tute  in  general  meeting : 

(d. )  That  the  President  shall  preside  at  all  meet¬ 
ings  of  the  Directors  and  of  the  Institute, 
and  when  she  is  absent,  or  unable  or  un¬ 
willing  to  act,  the  Vice-President  shall  act 
in  her  stead : 

(e.)  That  casual  vacancies  among  the  Officers  or 
Directors  may  be  filled  by  the  remaining 
Directors  until  the  next  general  meeting, 
and  all  changes  be  notified  to  the  Super¬ 
intendent  : 

(/•)  That  in  any  case  where  the  Secretary  (or)

Books  for  Institutes. 

13.  Every  Institute  shall  use  the  following  books 
and  forms,  as  prepared  by  the  Superintendent,  who 
will  furnish  same  on  application : —

(d. )  Membership  receipt-book: 

(e. )  Post-card  notices  of  meetings:

The  books  and  accounts  of  an  Institute  shall  be 
open  to  inspection  by  every  member  and  by  the 
Superintendent  or  other  person  duly  authorized  in 
writing  by  her. 

The  Superintendent  will  also  supply  forms,  sta¬ 
tionery,  the  regulations,  powder-certificate  books, 
pamphlets,  and  other  material. 

Lecturers  and  Speakers. 

14.  No  lecturer  or  speaker  while  engaged  in 
Institute  work  shall  in  any  manner  advertise  wares 
or  schemes  in  which  such  lecturer  or  speaker  has  a 
direct  or  indirect  pecuniary  interest. 

Should  any  Institute  require  speakers  to  assist 
in  holding  supplementary  meetings,  application  for 
such  assistance  shall  be  made  to  the  Superintendent, 
and,  if  granted,  the  Institute  requiring  the  services 
of  such  speakers  shall  pay  all  or  part  of  the  ex¬ 
penses  of  such  speakers  while  attending  such  meet¬ 
ings. 

PART  II.— FOR  DISTRICT  WOMEN’S

PART  III.— FOR  THE  PROVINCIAL

1.  (a.)  I  he  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Provincial 
\Y  omen’s  Institute  shall  consist  of  five  members 
elected  in  accordance  with  subsection  (4)  of  section 
lOn  of  the  “  Agricultural  Act,”  as  enacted  by  the 
“  Agricultural  Act  Amendment  Act,  1924.” 

(b.)  The  Board  shall  elect  a  President,  Vice- 
President,  and  Secretary  (and)  Treasurer  from 
among  its  numbers. 

Duties  of  Board. 

2.  The  Board  shall  inform  and  advise  the  Min¬ 
ister  on  the  work  of  the  Institutes  and  conditions

Meetings  of  the  Board. 

0.  The  Board  shall  meet  at  such  times  and  places 
as  may  be  required  by  the  Minister,  and  may  also 
meet  at  such  other  times  and  places  as  the  Direc¬ 
tors  determine.  The  Superintendent  of  Women’s 
Institutes  shall  be  notified  of  and  shall  attend  all 
meetings  of  (he  Board  of  Directors  in  an  ex-officio 
capacity. 

<i.  Regulations  numbered  5,  11.  and  14  prescribed 
under  Part  I.  hereof  for  Women’s  Institutes  shall 
apply  to  the  Provincial  Women’s  Institute. 

PART  IV.— RULES  OF  ORDER. 

1-  The  following  rules  for  the  conduct  of  pro¬ 
ceedings  at  a  meeting  are  recommended  : — 

(a.)  That,  except  by  permission  of  (he  Chair¬ 
man.  no  member  or  other  person  shall  speak 
other  (ban  to  ask  a  question  or  to  introduce 
or  to  speak  to  a  motion  : 

(b.)  That  in  the  discussion  following  the  intro¬ 
duction  of  a  subject  no  person  shall  speak 
more  than  twice,  nor  for  a  longer  time  than 
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live  minutes,  except  by  permission  of  the 
meeting : 

That  when  a  question  is  under  considera¬ 
tion  no  motion  shall  be  in  order,  except  the 
following :  (.1)  To  adjourn;  (2)  to  post¬ 
pone;  (3)  to  amend ;  these  motions  taking 
precedence  in  the  order  named,  and  the  first 
two  lo  be  decided  without  debate: 

(<i.)  That  before  the  vote  is  taken  on  any  motion 
or  amendment  the  Chairman  shall  ask,  “  Is 
the  meeting  ready  for  the  question  V”  and 
that  the  question  shall  not  be  put  so  long 
as  any  member  desires  to  speak  and  is  in 
order :

PART  V.— SUPERINTENDENT’S  DUTIES.

( b. )  To  arrange  for  lecturers  and  demonstrators 
to  address  meetings  of  the  Institutes:

To  prepare  and  furnish  forms,  books,  etc., 
for  use  by  the  Institutes : 

To  receive,  record,  and  tabulate  returns 
and  reports  and  publish  same  with  the 
approval  of  the  Minister: 

(/•)  Generally  to  supervise  and  assist  the  opera¬ 
tions  of  the  Institutes  and  carry  out  the 
instructions  of  the  Minister.
